Parish Financial Update 

You will find inside the Income/Expense report for the 1 st quarter of the 
fiscal year (July - September). I would like to explain the information so that you 
understand the financial needs of the parish. 

The BALANCE SHEET shows the Assets and Liabilities. About 1/3 of the 
way down (left column), you will see "Loan Principle (new Rectory)" - 
$117,099.43. The rectory was purchased in the spring of 2011 for $225,000. 
Initially, the parish made a down payment of $25,000 from savings. Since then 
monthly payments have been paid on a loan from the Contingency Fund. People 
were asked to make 5 year pledges, and thus far we have been able to make 
timely loan payments. Thank you to all who have contributed and continue to 
give on your pledges. If you are new to the parish, please consider helping with 
this expense. If you donate for the rectory, please write "new rectory" on the 
memo line. 

The quarterly report shows that expenses exceeded income by $23,783.18. 
This was due to large expenditures for major repairs and a decrease in the 
collections. The line item for Annual Building Improvements ($19,944.78) 
includes parking lot asphalt repairs and coating ($12,575.88), as well as a new 
water softener in the hall, repairing the water softener and replacing the heat 
pump in the rectory. We anticipated the parking lot repair, but the rectory 
equipment repairs were a surprise. Nevertheless, expenses for the first quarter 
are within the budget approved by the Finance Council. 

Last year, we had a computer failure which resulted in a loss of 
parishioner contribution records. This is due to a computer system that is old 
and malfunctioning. We budgeted $2,500 for technology. Over the last few 
weeks, we obtained price quotes for a four phase upgrade: (1) infrastructure, (2) 
new server, (3) system (computers, etc.) and (4) wireless. It is absolutely 
necessary to do phases 1 and 2 immediately for a cost of almost $5,900.00. That 
amount exceeds our budget, but we plan to be frugal in other areas. Phases 3 and 
4 will cost about $5,500 more, so we may not be able to afford them until the next 
fiscal year. These upgrades are essential. For example, one staff member does 
not have a computer here, so she uses her personal computer at her home. 

Income from contributions was $61,655 vs. $70,401 during the same three 
month period in 2012, a decrease of almost $9,000. If people were traveling 
during those months, which might explain the big drop in income. As you 
donate, do you give based on a budget (e.g., $100/mo.), or does your donation 
vary based on what money you might have when you come to Mass? 

Prayerfully consider making a budget commitment to give a certain 
percentage of your income. To budget a certain amount is an indication that 
Church is an essential part of life. It reflects a stewardship based approach to 
giving, one which sees all as gift so I need to return those gifts to the Lord. Also, 
please consider contributing with automatic payments (electronic withdrawals or 
check pay service). A form for electronic withdrawals is included in this bulletin.
